Selwyn  Robotics  Places  7    Overall 


TWENTY -ONE  SCHOOLS  took  part 
in  this  year's  robotics  competition, 
which  took  place  from  February 
17*  to  19*^  at  John  Rennie  High 
School.  This  year's  game  was 
called  Targeau-Bonseye,  and  it 
consisted  of  a  rotating  round  table 
on  which  the  robots  must  shoot  or 
dump  their  projectiles  in  order  to 
score  points.  The  closer  to  the 
center  of  the  table  you  are,  the 
more  points  you  get.  In  fact,  if  a 
robot  lands  a  projectile  in  the 
middle,  that  team's  score  will  be 
doubled.  An  interesting  twist  was 
that  schools  had  to  create  their  own 
projectiles,  in  contrast  to  previous 
years  when  schools  would  be  given 
them;  for  example,  tennis  balls  to 
shoot.  Robots  from  four  different 
schools  play  at  the  same  time  in 
teams  of  two.  However,  each  robot 
has  its  own  space  and  thus  there  are 
no  interaction  between  the  robots, 
another  unique  feature  in  this 
year's  competition. 

The  Selwyn  team  worked 
hard  all  year  long  to  design  and 
constract  the  robot  and  projectiles. 
The  robot  was  designed  to  dump  a 
tall  rack  with  around  two  hundred 
coat  hangers  (the  projectiles),  thus 
scoring  a  lot  of  points  with  one  shot 
-  it  was  all  or  nothing.  The  robot  is 
probably  best  described  as  clumsy- 
looking  yet  ingenious  and  effective. 
There  were  a  few  problems  and 
obstacles     at     the     start     of    the 


competition,  and      the      robot 

often  scored  no  points.  Eventually, 
the  team  was  able  to  get  the  robot 
working  effectively  and  managed 
to  get  5  place  in  the  game.  This 
was  disappointing  for  the  twenty- 
six  students  in  robotics  as  last  year 
they  placed  first  and  had  hoped  to 
do  just  as  well. 


many  different  aspects  to  the 
program  and  a  lot  of  teamwork.  I'd 
recommend  people  to  try  it  next 
year  if  possible.  But,  if  you  plan  to 
join  Robotics,  you  have  to  plan  to 
work  and  put  some  effort  in  to  get 
anything  out  of  the  program. 
Otherwise,  I  would  recommend 
bridge,  which  is  another  good  arts 
option. 


The  robotics 
competition  is  not  just 
about  the  robot.  In 
fact,  the  robot  is  only 
one  of  the  many  other 
parts  of  the  robotics 
project.  The  comp- 
etition includes:  video, 
website,  journal,  and  kiosk  as  well 
as  the  robot.  The  video  team  makes 
a  short  film  documenting  the 
construction  of  the  robot,  website 
makes  a  site,  kiosk  makes  a  display, 
and  journal  logs  an  accurate  and 
complete  diary  of  all  the  events  that 
have  taken  place  throughout  the 
entire  building  period.  Notable 
achievements  are  5""  place  for  the 
website  (team  lead  by  Kyle  Spiller,) 
and  S"*"  place  for  the  journal  (made 
by  Gavin  Kenneally.)  With  all  of 
these  categories  factored  in, 
Selwyn  placed  l"'  overall  in  the 
competition. 

As  a  side  note:  robotics  is 
probably  the  best  arts  option 
Selwyn  has  to  offer  as  there  are

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Do  Students  Really  Benefit  From  Computers? 


Honorable  judge,  ladies  and 
gentlemen. 

Today,  we  live  in  the  fully 
wired  classroom  where  a  click  of  a 
button  gives  us  access  to  virtually 
all  information  ever  gathered  by 
man.  We,  today's  students,  are  at 
the  vanguard  of  technology.  We 
are,  indeed,  the  computer 
generation.  But  if  that's  so,  why  is 
it  that  I  believe  so  strongly  in  the 
aphorism:  "To  err  is  human,  but  to 
really  foul  things  up  requires  a 
computer?"  Well,  it's  because  in 
the  mad  rush  to  stay  competitive 
among  schools,  educators  have 
overestimated  the  benefits  of  this 
technology.  In  doing  so,  we  are 
losing  sight  of  the  true  objective  of 
education.  Let's  look  critically  at 
three  principal  rationales  for  giving 
computers  such  a  primary  role  in 
schools: 

1.)  Firstly,  we  are  told 
computers  enhance  the  entire 
curriculum.  But  do  they  really? 
How  do  I  improve  my  grasp  of 
Macbeth  by  using  a  keyboard  to 
take  notes?  Am  I  learning  better 
French  if  my  assignments  are  e- 
mailed  to  me?  And  just  between 
you  and  me,  how  of^en  do  we  use 
our  laptops  to  play  MSN  messenger 
and  NFL  blitz  during  class? 

2.)  Secondly,  school 
computers  are  justified  by  the  need 
to  acquire  skills  which  will  be 
crucial  in  our  future  careers.  This  is 
clearly  absurd.  We  attend  school 
for  a  well  rounded  education,  not  to 
learn  job  skills.  If  that  were  the 
case,  why  not  teach  us  how  to  write 
business  memos  and  take  clients 
out  golfmg?  Our  generation  has 
grown  up  with  computers:  we  will 
use  them  throughout  our  lives 
whether  or  not  they  are  part  of  our 
curriculum.  In  the  meantime,  I  have 
only  one  history  class  this  year,  and 


three  which  deal  with  computers. 
Personally,  I  would  prefer  to 
understand  what  has  shaped  our 
world  rather  than  becoming  an 
expert  at  Excel  spreadsheets. 

3.)  Finally,  we  are 
constantly  reminded  that  Canada 
must  embrace  new  technologies  in 
order  to  remain  globally 
competitive.  Okay,  but  at  what  cost? 
Let  me  remind  you  that  Germany  in 
the  1930's  had  the  most  rigorous 
and  advanced  science  curriculum  of 
any  nation.  And  we  are  painfully 
aware  of  where  that  led.  So,  We 
must  not  pursue  technology  just  for 
its  own  sake.  Our  computers  teach 
us  to  value  information  and  data 
above  knowledge  and  wisdom  and 
imagination.  Most  problems  facing 
the  world  today,  such  as  genocide 
in  Darliir,  or  the  threat  of  global 
terrorism,  have  nothing  to  do  with  a 
lack  of  information.  These 
problems  will  not  be  solved  by  a 
generation  highly  skilled  in  Visual 
Basic. 

What  solution  do  I 
propose  to  do  about  this?  Simply 
put,  I  would  like  to  see  educators 
cease  making  gods  out  of 
corr^uters.  Let's  recognize  them  as 
the  tools  that  they  are.  We  know 
that  cars  are  great  for  getting 
around,  for  example,  but  they  also 
congest  our  streets  and  pollute  our 
air.  In  the  same  way,  let's  discuss 
realistically  the  cons  as  well  as  pros 
of  computers  in  the  classroom  . 
Could  some  part  of  the  large  sums 
spent  on  computer  programs  be 
better  used  elsewhere?  If  parents, 
students  and  educators  all  begin  to 
examine  the  use  of  computers 
critically,  we  just  might  be  able  to 
improve  our  world  without 
destroying  the  things  we  value 
most.  After  all,  we  want  to 
incorporate  computers  into  our 
lives  and  not  incorporate  our  lives 
into  computers.

Public 
Speaking 


This  year  was  my  first  in  Public 
Speaking,  and  1  must  say  it  proved 
to  be  quite  an  exciting  one.  The 
second  week  into  the  term  we  were 
already  trying  out  for  positions  on 
the  team  that  would  represent 
Selwyn  House  at  the  International 
Independent  Schools'  Public 
Speaking  Competition  (IISPSC)  at 
Ridley  College.  Ben  Wilner, 
already  having  two  years  of 
experience,   was   automatically   on

the  team,  leaving  the  remaining  two 
spots  to  be  filled  by  Joseph  Kucera 
and  myself  This  all  took  place  in 
early  September,  and  the 
competition  was  to  take  place  m 
late  October  (from  the  20**  to  the 
24'*'),  giving  us  just  under  a  month 
to  prepare  ourselves  for  the  event. 
1  think  I  might  expound  briefly  on 
the  nature  of  the  competition,  for 
next  year  Selwyn  House  is  hosting 
the  affair  and  1  should  like  to  give 
potential  public  speakers  a  chance 
to  understand  what  it  entails. 

There  are  four  categories 
of  speechmaking  at  the  IISPSC, 
each  of  which  includes  two  or  three 
events.  Each  participant  must 
choose  three  events  total  in  which 
he  will  compete,  each  of  which 
must  be  in  different  categories,  and 
his  average  score  across  all  three 
events  will  determine  his  overall 
standing.  The  categories  and  their 
respective  events  are: 

1.  Impromptu         Speaking        / 
Extemporaneous  Speaking 

2.  Persuasive    Speaking    /    After 
Dirmer  Speaking 

3.  Parliamentary       Debating       / 
Radio  Newscast 

4.  Drama  /  Interpretive  Reading  / 
Cross-Examination  Debate 

I  have  also  prepared  a  brief 
description  of  the  fust  four  of  these 
events  just  to  give  you  an  idea  of 
what  the  competition  is  like; 

Impromptu:  One  is  given  a  piece 
of  paper  with  three  topics  to  choose 
from.  He/she  then  has  two  minutes 
to  prepare  a  three  to  five  minute 
speech  on  the  topic  of  his/her 
choice.  The  taking  of  notes  is 
optional  however;  they  may  not  be 
used  when  the  speech  is  being 
delivered. 

Extemporaneous:  The 

Competitors  are  given  a  piece  of 
paper  with  three  topics  to  choose 
from,  each  of  which  pertains  to 
current  international  events,  that  is 
to  say  events  which  occurred 
within  six  months  prior  to  the 
competition.  You  then  have  thirty 


minutes  to  prepare  a  three  to  five 
minute  speech  on  the  chosen  topic. 

Persuasive    Speaking:      You   are 

expected  is  to  present  a  seven  to 
thirteen  minute  speech,  prepared 
beforehand,  whose  objective  is  to 
persuade  the  audience  (judges) 
about  any  topic  of  his/her  choice. 
This  speech  must  take  the  problem- 
solution  approach — which  mean 
the  speaker  must  present  a  problem 
and  propose  a  solution — though  the 
persuasive  element  may  be  one  or 
the  other  (i.e.  persuading  the 
audience  that  there  is  a  problem,  or 
persuading  them  that  the  solution 
presented  is  the  correct  one). 
Competitors  may  use  both  sides  of 
a  single  three  by  five  inch  index 
card  as  a  memory  aid. 

After    Dinner    Speaking:    It    is 

required  that  each  participant 
presents  a  four  to  ten  minute  speech, 
prepared  beforehand,  whose 
objective  is  to  entertain  and  inform 
the  audience  (judges)  about  any 
topic  of  choice.  His/her  speech 
must  include  a  balance  of 
informative  content  and  humor. 
One  must  adopt  a  persona,  that  is  to 
say  that  you  must  speak  as 
someone  else,  and  is  to  speak  to  an 
organization  or  focus  on  a  group  of 
the  speakers  choice  as  a  guest 
speaker  after  dinner.  Joe  Kucera, 


for  example,  spoke  as  the  fictional 
Marvin  Gabbington  III  to  the 
members  of  PSS  (the  Public 
Speaking  Society).  Competitors 
may  use  both  sides  of  a  single  three 
by  five  inch  index  card  as  a 
memory  aid. 

Needless  to  say,  we  all 
spent  a  good  deal  of  time  preparing, 
memorizing,  and  practicing  our 
events,  and  many  a  time  I 
questioned  whether  it  was  worth 
the  enormous  amount  of  effort 
required.  In  the  end,  though,  we  all 
greatly  enjoyed  the  experience. 
Our  billets  (the  people  whom  you 
are  assigned  to  stay  with)  were  very 
nice  people  and  excellent  hosts. 
The  environment  and  atmosphere 
was  social  though  competitive,  and 
the  event  provided  the  opportunity 
to  meet  and  get  acquainted  with  all 
sorts  of  interesting  people  from  the 
world  over.  Participating  countries 
include:  Canada,  the  United  States 
of  America,  England,  Scotland, 
Bermuda,  and  Cyprus  (I  hope  I 
haven't  left  any  out).  Despite  the 
copious  amount  of  extra  work  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  I  am 
defmitely  looking  forward  to 
participating  next  year. 

After  the  IISPSC,  things 
slow  down  in  public  speaking.  The 
only  other  competition  would  be 
the  Provincial  championship,  held 
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at  Loyola,  which  Bryan  Altman 
participated  in.  He  placed  fourth 
and,  due  to  the  unwillingness  of  the 
third-place  finisher  to  advance  to 
the  Nationals,  had  the  opportunity 
to  proceed  further.  He  turned  this 
down,  however,  because  you  are 
only  allowed  to  qualify  for  the 
National's  once,  and  he  believed 
that  he  should  accumulate  more 
experience  in  the  field  before 
taking  that  single  opening. 

If  you  are  interested  in 
taking  public  speaking,  you  should 
know  that  it  can  be  pretty  boring  if 
you  don't  get  into  one  of  the 
competitive  events.  All  we  do  in 
class  is  practice  oral  exercises,  like 
triple-speak,  impromptu  speaking, 
and  various  warm-ups,  such  as 
tongue  twisters  and  other  tongue 
and  mouth  exercises.  If,  however, 
you  do  participate  in  a  competition, 
then  you  can  expect  to  extract  a 
great  deal  more  pleasure  from  the 
course  and  I  would  most  highly 
recommend  it  based  on  my 
experience  so  far.

Wrong.  Not  only  is  the  water 
almost  always  warm,  but  it 
frustratingly  refuses  to  supply  the

thirsty  supplicant  with  more  water, 
regardless  of  the  force  used  to  push 
in  the  knob.  One  caiuiot  reasonably 
re-hydrate  quickly  enough  with 
these  fountains.  Understandably, 
some  of  the  users  are  young 
elementary  students  who  might 
have  more  difficulty  with  a  water 
fountain  pumping  out  2  litres  of 
water  per  minute  than  others,  but 
that  is  why  almost  all  water 
fountains  release  water  quantity  as 
a  fijnction  of  force  applied  (i.e.  the 
harder  you  push,  the  more  water 
you'll  get).

In  all  honesty,  any 
claims  of  health  issues  concerning 
the  contents  of  the  vending 
machine  can  be  instantly 
disregarded  due  to  the  chosen 
substitutes  with  dubious  nutritional 
value.  At  least  an  explanation  to 
this  disappearance  should  be 
offered. 
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Whatever  happened  to 
the  tunnel  door  on  the  Macaulay 
side?  It  seems  to  have  been  locked, 
bolted,  and  padlocked  shut  for  quite 
a  while  now.  And  just  when  they 
had  put  a  code  box  to  allow  student 
access!  Now  students  are  left  with 
no  choice  but  to  take  the  front  door 
of  Macaulay,  and  trudge  along  the 
awkward  new  door  configuration  in 
front  of  Mr.  Wearing's  office 
(needless  to  say  this  locked  door 
also  posses  a  fire  hazard).  TTiis  odd 
arrangement  of  doors  constipates 
all  passer-bys  and  doesn't  seem  to 
have  any  purpose.  It  would  be 
greatly  appreciated  and  is  greatly 
demanded  that  the  outside  door  to 
the  tunnel  be  reopened. 

Talk  of  the  tunnel  door 
cannot  be  separated  from 
discussions  on  the  crossing  rules  at 
Selwyn.  Understandably,  the 
school  has  the  students'  best 
interest  at  heart,  but  the  senior 
school  should  be  capable  enough  of 
crossing  a  little-used  street  (in 
comparison  with  Sherbrooke  just 
down  the  road)  equipped  with  a 
crossing  guard  and  a  crosswalk.  If 
Selwyn  senior  students  are  unable 
to  cross  a  street  safe  and  sound, 
then  I  believe  Selwyn  House 
should  be  more  vigilant  in  picking 
its  students. 

Of  course,  none  of  these 
complaints  are  urgent,  but  rather 
observations  made  by  the  students 
who  form  the  vast  majority  of  users 
of  the  school's  impressive  and 
numerous  facilities.  These  points 
are  just  remarks  of  some  desired 
changes  shared  by  the  student 
body.  With  the  privileges  Selwyn 
students  already  hold,  we  can't 
complain,  but  some  change  would 
be  nice.

Wiping  Away  Ancient  Boreal  Forests 


AN  OLD  COACH  of  mine 
recently  asked  me  if  I  could  write 
an  article  on  an  environmental 
issue  for  this  new  newspaper.  He 
thought  students  at  SHS  would  like 
to  know  what  it  'takes'  to  become 
an  'environment-alist'.  I  thought 
about  this  for  a  while  and  accepted 
the  request.  After  all,  if  I  could 
inspire  one  student  to  take  up  the 
fight  for  the  planet,  my  job  would 
be  that  much  easier. 

Over  a  decade  ago,  I  too 
roamed  the  halls  of  SHS,  stumbling 
from  early  mom-ing  class  to  early 
morning  class  in  the  fog  of 
perpetual  teenaged  sleepiness.  At 
the  beginning  of  1991,  environ- 
mental issues  were  making 
headlines  in  newspapers  around  the 
world.  There  was  hope  in  the  air 
that  the  people  of  the  planet  were 
realizing  their  mistakes  of  the  past 
and  vowing  to  make  substantial 
changes.  I  was  inspired  to  do 
'good'  for  the  earth  and  initiated 
the  first  recycling  program  at  the 
school,  planted  the  trees  that  today 
flank  the  front  entranceway  to  the 
Lucas  building  and  began  to  work 
to  raise  awareness  of  environmental 
issues.  Little  did  I  know  that  13 
years  later  I  would  find  myself 
ruiuiing  a  national  forest  campaign 
at  the  world's  largest  envi- 
ronmental organization 
Greenpeace. 

Thinking  back  now  I 
realize  that  it  takes  a  lot  more  than 
planting  a  couple  of  trees  and 
collecting       paper       waste       and 


aluminum  cans  to  "save  the  planet". 
Real  fundamental  change  is  what  is 
needed  to  curb  our  negative  impact 
on  the  environment.  But  each  of  us 
have  to  start  somewhere  and 
recycling  programs,  forest  friendly 
paper  products  and  driving  less  are  all 
things  that  can  start  us  walking  down 
that  'environmental'  path. 

Part  of  my  path  takes  me 
back  and  forth  across  the  continent  to 
protect  North  America's  largest 
ancient  forest  -  Canada's  Boreal 
forest.  The  Boreal  forest-  What's 
that?  What's  going  on  there?  Think 
back  to  geography  class  if  you  can. 

The  Boreal  forest  is  the 
forest  that  Canadians  think  of  when 
they  think  of  'Canada's  wilderness' 
and  the  green  swathe  of  land  that 
extends  out  to  the  horizon.  The 
Boreal  forest  stretches  across  the 
country,  from  the  Alaskan  border  to 
Labrador  and  it  sustains  a  rich 
cultural  legacy.  It  is  a  source  of 
sustenance  for  northern  communities 
and  indigenous  peoples  of  Canada  - 
First  Nations  and  Metis.  It  is  also 
home  to  hundreds  of  wide-ranging 
wildlife  species,  including  moose, 
caribou,  lynx,  bears,  wolves  eagles, 
hawks,  and  owls.  30  per  cent  of  North 
America's  songbirds  and  40  per  cent 
of  its  waterfowl  nest  in  the  forests 
and  wetlands.  Because  of  its  size  and 
intacmess,  the  Boreal  forest  is  a 
major  tool  in  the  fight  against  climate 
change.  The  Boreal  is  also  a  forest 
that  IS  being  logged,  clearcut  in  fact, 
to  producer  consumer  products  used 
by  North  Americans  every  day. 


Consumer  products  like 
toilet  paper,  facial  tissue  and 
copy  paper. 

Yes  it  is  true.  Ancient 
forests  like  the  Boreal  are  being 
flushed  down  toilets  and  thrown 
away  every  day  by  people  across 
the  continent.  Many  companies 
are  implicated  in  this  destruction 
including  such  paper  giants  as 
Kimberly-Clark,  (maker  of 
Kleenex  brand  tissue  products) 
and  Xerox  (copy  paper). 


...if  I  could  inspire 
one  student  to  take 
up  the  fight  for  the 
planet,  my  job  would 
be  that  much  easier. 


Clearcutting  is  a 
devastating  form  of  logging 
where  most  if  not  all  trees  are 
removed  from  an  area  of  forest. 
What's  left  behind  is  a  barren 
landscape  that  can  no  longer 
support  wildlife  nor  the  northern 
communities  and  First  Nations 
who  directly  rely  upon  these 
forests  for  their  lives  and 
livelihood.    They    are    left    with 
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little  more  than  ransacked 
economies  and  devastated 
landscapes  and  communities.  Not  a 
pretty  picture,  huh? 

There  is  some  good  news 
though.  While  Kimberly-Clark  and 
Xerox  continue  to  clearcut  forests 
to  create  disposable  products,  other 
paper  product  companies  have 
taken  progressive  steps  to  lessen 
their  impact  on  these  forests. 
Cascades,  the  2"''  largest 
manufacturer  of  tissue  products  in 
Canada  has  made  a  commitment  to 
become  ancient  forest  friendly  by 
2007  and  over  80%  of  book 
publishers  in  Canada,  like  Random 
House,  McClelland  &  Stewart  and 
Harry  Potter  publisher  Raincoast 
Books  are  printing  books  on  forest 
friendly  papers  with  high  recycled 
contents.  What's  more,  some 
ancient  forest  friendly  and  recycled 
tissue  products  are  aheady  sold  in 
grocery  and  health  food  stores 
across  North  America  and  the 
demand  and  availability  of  these 
are  climbing. 

But  to  stop  the  destruction 
of  ancient  forests  by  companies 
like  Kimberly-Clark  is  going  to 
take  a  lot  more  work  than  politely 
convincing  some  publishers  and 
tissue  product  manufacturers  to 
reduce  their  impacts  on  these 
ecosystems.  It  takes  major  pressure 
campaigns  to  force  huge  companies 
like  Kimberly-Clark  to  stop  their 
forest  destruction  or  lose  market 
share. 

It  begins  with  consumers 
making  smart  decisions  at  the 
grocery  store  and  continues  with 
institutional  customers  like  movie 
theatres,  hotels  and  schools.  And 
that's  where  it  comes  back  to  you 
and  the  teachers  and  staff  of 
Selwyn  House.  You  can  make  a 
difference  for  the  planet  by  making 
Selwyn  House  the  most 
environmentally  friendly  school  it 
can  be.  Institutions  like  SHS  have 
the    responsibility   to    realize    and 


then  minimize  their  impacts  on 
ecosystems  like  the  Boreal  and  the 
communities  and  wildlife  that  depend 
on  them.  And  all  it  takes  is  small 
groups  of  students  to  realize  that  they 
want  to  make  a  difference.  You  are 
those  students.

Briedis  Bashes 
Bush 


After  the  2004  United 
States  presidential  election  on 
November  2,  many  people  are 
wondering  how  it  is  that  George  W. 
Bush  won  re-election.  These  include 
49%  of  Americans  (the  48%  that 
voted  for  Kerry  together  with  the  1% 
that  voted  for  Nader)  and  indeed  a 
great  many  more  around 
the  globe.

A  man  who,  according  to 
popular  opinion  polls,  lost  all  three 
debates,  and  issued  propaganda 
which  belittled  his  opponent's 
contribution  to  a  war  which  he 
himself  avoided  quite  deftly. 


/  do  not  use  the 
term  "ignorant 
without  proper 
justification. 


The  answer  to  how  this 
happened  is  simple.  Bush  has 
succeeded  in  allying  the  votes  of  the 
ignorant  (the  largest  group  in  the 
United  States)  with  the  money  of  the 


corporate  rich  and  the 
proselytizing  power  of  the 
Christian  Right.  To  confirm  this, 
you  need  look  no  further  than  the 
electoral  map  of  red  and  blue 
states.  While  Kerry  took  the 
northeast  and  the  west  coast,  the 
support  for  Bush  rallied  from  the 
Deep  South  and  from  the 
heartland  of  the  U.S.  It  is  in  these 
red  states  wherem  live  the  rich 
oil  companies,  the  bible  toters 
and  the  lower  half  of  the  I.Q.  bell 
curve. 

First  on  the  discussion 
list:  the  ignorant.  Now  let's  be 
clear,  I  do  not  use  the  term 
"ignorant"  without  proper 
justification.  I  present  statistics 
as  my  proof:  according  to  exit 
polling,  as  many  as  80%  and 
more  of  voters  with  an  M.B.A.  or 
higher  voted  against  Bush.  Thus, 
as  Bush  won  almost  52%  of  the 
overall  vote,  the  majority  of  his 
votes  came  from  people  without 
at  least  an  M.B.A.  Even  more 
impressively,  according  to  a  New 
York  Times  poll,  two  thirds  of 
people  who  said  they  support 
Bush  believed  that  weapons  of 
mass  destruction  had  indeed  been 
found  in  Iraq.

them  from  terrorist  threats!  This 
resulted  from  their  susceptibility 
to  the  President's  own  terror 
warfare.  He  told  them  to  be 
afraid  and,  because  they  had 
neither  the  knowledge  nor  the 
analytic  ability  to  make  their  own 
decision,  they  did  as  ordered. 
They  didn't  stop  and  think  why 
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terrorists  would  crash  an  airplane 
into  a  general  store  in  a  small 
Midwestern  (own  when  they  could 
be  blowing  up  larger,  more 
powerfully  symbolic  American 
symbols  of  power  and  economic 
might.  They  simply  accepted 
Bush's  statements  and  became 
afraid.  Even  more  disturbing  is  the 
fact  that  these  people  don't  realize 
their  ignorance  and  don't  want  to 
change.  According  to  interviews 
and  surveys,  many  ignorant  U.S. 
southerners  are  happy  and  proud 
that  they  don't  read  and  that  they 
are  uneducated.  They  use  it  to 
support  their  sense  of  patriotism. 
So  not  only  are  they  sufficiently 
ignorant  to  vote  for  Bush,  they  are 
proud  of  it  and  determined  not  to 
change! 

Then,  there  are  the  rich 
who  get  Bush's  tax  cuts,  benefit 
from  his  economic  plans,  and  are 
the  few  to  benefit  from  the  war  in 
Iraq  as  their  oil  drilling  revenues 
grow.  These  people  financed 
Bush's  campaign  and  brought  votes 
from  the  upper  economic  classes  to 
his  side  of  the  election.

Two  Deaths 


A  DAY  OR  TWO  after  the 
twin  towers  collapsed  in  Manhattan,  a 
Kirkland  man  named  John  Bauer  - 
the  erstwhile  president  of  Lakeshore 
hockey  —  murdered  his  three 
children,  wife,  father-in-law,  and  a 
business  associate  in  cold  blood.  In 
normal  times,  as  evinced  by  the 
public's  sustained,  horrified  reaction 
to  the  Toope  murders  some  years 
before,  such  carnage  would  have 
smeared  the  op-ed  page  with  articles 
or  letters  for  several  months.  But,  like 
other  losses  that  followed  9-11, 
Bauer's  murders  seemed  quickly 
forgotten. 

I  had  occasion  to  think  of 
John  Bauer  again  recently.  We  had 
wondered  whether  my  wife's  cousin 

-  a  senior  partner  at  Cantor  Fitzgerald 

-  had  either  leapt  from  a  window, 
burned,  or  died  by  crushing  in  the 
crash  of  the  first  World  Trade  Center 
tower.  We  just  heard  recently  that 
they  had  found  a  part  of  him,  and  an 
autopsy  determined  that  he  had  been 


asphyxiated.  As  has  proven  the 
case,  also,  with  so  many  of  the 
4000  victims,  the  known  facts  of 
his  last  minutes  -  I'd  never  met 
him  -  were  both  inspirational  and 
numbing.  Working  just  above  the 
contact  point  of  the  airliner, 
Steven  Roach  seems  to  have 
known  enough  of  what  was 
happening  to  call  his  wife  and 
mother  with  last  words  -  words 
that  were  quoted  in  a  eulogy  that 
year  at  St.  Mary's,  the  small 
Massachusetts  parish  where,  with 
his  four  sisters  and  brother,  he'd 
taken  his  first  communion.  "Your 
father  loved  you,"  his  children 
heard. 

...the  erstwhile 
president  of 
Lakeshore  hockey  -- 
murdered  his  three 
children,  wife, 
father-in-law,  and  a 
business  associate  in 
cold  blood 


Bauer  and  Roach  went 
out  at  opposite  poles  of  what  we 
regard  as  acceptable  death. 
Roach  at  36  earned  millions  of 
dollars  a  year.  A  scratch  golfer, 
he  belonged  to  several  clubs  in 
New  Jersey  and  Florida,  and  he 
counted  as  friends  both 
professional  athletes  and  captains 
of  industry.  Bauer,  it  was  said, 
took  his  life  for  shame.  He  had 
debts  no  honest  man  could  pay. 

Bauer's  choice  came  to 
mind  as  I  was  rereading  an  essay 
by  Arthur  Miller  (we  finished 
Death  of  a  Salesman  in 
December).  In  "Tragedy  and  the 
Common  Man,"  Miller  submits 
that  the  life  and  death  of 
"common"      men      like      Willy 
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Loman  can  move  us  because,  no 
matter  the  man's  earnings,  he  will 
seldom  "remain  passive  in  the  face 
of  what  he  conceives  to  be  a 
challenge  to  his  dignity,  his  image 
of  his  rightful  status."  His  indignant 
strivmg  stus  us.  If  we  admit  as 
much,  Bauer's  striving  to  protect 
his  family  from  his  debt  was  tragic, 
however  insane  his  fmal  solution. 
None  of  us  can  know  how  difficult 
his  last  months  must  have  been;  in 
Miller's  view,  however,  they  were 
moving  and  enlightening,  "for  they 
point  the  heroic  finger  at  the  enemy 
of  man's  freedom." 

My  misgiving  with 
Miller's  formula  is  that  our 
indignation  as  workers  has  become 
so  common  -  the  enemy  of  our 
freedom,  involuntary 

unemployment,  affecting  almost 
10%  of  the  adult  population  -  that 
there  are  many  among  us  who  have 
ceased  to  struggle.  Bauer,  for 
instance,  gave  up,  and  I  wonder 
whether  his  death  had  any  of  the 
tragic  resonance  Miller  speaks  of 

After  we  finish  reading 
either  Death  of  a  Salesman  or  The 
Glass  Menagerie,  both  renditions 
of     families     rent     asunder     by 
impoverished  parents,  I  often  ask 
my    students    whether    a    sum    of 
money    could    have    solved    the 
family's  problems.  Some  think  yes, 
others  no.  At  fu-st  consideration  it 
seems     too     reductive     of     the 
psychological   complexity   of  this 
Miller's  salesman  to  suggest  that 
Willy  Loman  would  not  have  killed 
himself,    or    Amanda    Wingfield 
driven  Tom  to  flee  their  St.  Louis 
apartment,  had  the  families  been 
affluent.    Yet    the    experience    of 
many  of  our  sttidents  is  just  this. 
The  narrative  of  their  home  life  is 
an    argument    about    money,    the 
walls  whisper  "more,"  and  like  the 
boy      who      kills      himself      in 
Lawrence's  "The  Rocking  Horse 
Winner,"   they   feel   an   influx   of 
money  would  make  their  parents 
happy. 


The  utter  despair  that  would 
lead    a    man    to    kill    himself    is 
inadmissible  to  Miller,  who  puts  into 
the  mouths  of  Willy's  son  Biff  the 
msight  -  which  we're  meant  to  trust  - 
"the  man  didn't  know  himself"  And  I 
submit  that  most  English  teachers  are 
similady    committed    to    this    more 
resilient,  optimistic  view  of  people. 
This  view  is  that  human  beings  are 
durable        participants        in        the 
marketplace,  that  we  work  to  live  and 
not  the  reverse,  that  our  motivations 
can  be  discerned  through  the  close 
study  of  literary  imagery,   and   that 
psychology       is       more       accurate 
interpreter    of    human    frailty    than 
economics.  In  other  words,  fictional 
characters       should       never       kill 
themselves     -     they're     mistaken, 
they're  tired,  or  they  should  talk  to 
Dr.  Hertzog.  Even  the  harshly  anti- 
capitalist      story      "Paul's      Case," 
featuring  a  boy  who  rails  against  "the 
omnipotence    of    wealth"    and    can 
expect  no  better  future  than  a  living 
death  of  clerical  drudgery,  ends  with 
the   romantic    lie   that   Paul,    falling 
beneath    a    fi-ain,    sees    "with    utter 
clarity  the  immensity  of  what  he  had 
left    undone:    the    blue    of  Adriatic 
waters,     the     yellow     of    Algerian 
sands." 


In  the  book  of  life,  this 
rejection  of  Willy  Loman,  this 
romantic  poetics,  actually  seems  valid 
to  me,  but  most  of  my  friends  and 
family  enjoy  ftill-time  work  they  like, 
and  most  seem  well-protected  by  a 
skein  of  friendships  that  would  save 
them  from  Willy's  death-wish.  But  as 
soon  as  I  leave  my  circle  of  friends  I 
have  doubts.  For  one  thing,  our  sense 
of  failure  is  less  acute  in  Canada  than 
it  is  in  the  States,  where  men, 
especially,  labour  under  the 
impression  that  their  bankruptcy  is  a 
personal  failure,  their  near-poverty  a 
sin.  As  Will  Rodgers  once  said,  "It 
ain't  a  crime  to  be  poor  in  America, 
but  it  may  as  well  be."  John  Bauer 
was  not  American,  but  he  may  as  well 


have  been,  for  he  seems  to  have 
fallen  into  Willy  Loman's 
narrative  -  the  story  that  he  was 
worthless. 


Socialistic  as  we  may  be 
here  in  Canada,  Willy  Loman's  is 
still  the  story  that  a  man  hears 
when  he  lays  down  his  head  at 
night.  So  it  passed  that  John 
Bauer,  despite  his  incalculable 
wealth,  counted  himself  too  poor 
to  live.  My  wife's  cousin  was 
luckier.  Both  men  loved  their 
families,  but  it  seems  to  me 
immeasurably  sad  and  capricious 
that  we  can  lionize  one  -  a 
terrific  golfer,  an  outstanding 
provider  -  and  not  the  other. 
Roach's  death,  we  will  say,  was  a 
great  waste,  but  of  the  other  man 
we  will  say  nothing.  In  the 
vernacular  of  American  success. 
Roach  had  it  all,  and  he  departed 
at  the  top  of  his  game.  John 
Bauer's  story,  by  far  the  more 
common,  is  lost  in  silence.

Randy  Moss  was 
traded  to  the  Oakland 
Raiders  for  Napoleon 
Harris  and  a  first 
round  draft  pick.

The  all-pro  wide  receiver  from 
Marshall  University,  the  best 
receiver  in  the  NFL  was  traded 
because  of  his  distractions  on  and 
off  the  field  finally  wore  out  his 
welcome  in  Minnesota.  There  had 
been  some  speculation  that  Randy 
Moss  would  be  traded  for  the  last 
couple  of  weeks  to  either  the  Jets, 
Ravens  or  Raiders.

He  may  have  been  bom  and  raised 
in  Montreal,  but  ice  wasn't  Joel 
Anthony's  thing. 

Yes,  he  liked  hockey  as 
much  as  the  next  kid  and  he 
watched  and  followed  the  NHL's 
Canadians.  But  when  you're  15 
years  old  and  you  grow  six  inches 
over  the  summer,  getting  outfitted 
for  new  skates  and  hockey 
equipment  can  be  an  expensive 
proposition. 

So  Anthony  turned  his 
attention  to  basketball.  He  left 
Montreal  three  years  ago  to  attend 
Pensacola  (Fla.)  Junior  College  and 
now  returns  to  Canada  this 
weekend  as  a  6-foot-9-inch,  240- 
pound  junior  center  for  UNLV.  The 
Rebels  will  be  in  the  Vancouver, 
British  Columbia,  area  to  play  four 
games  beginning  Saturday  against 
Simon-Fraser. 

'There's  a  lot  of  interest  in 
basketball  in  Canada,'  Anthony 
said.  'The  sport  is  growing.  The 
globalization  of  the  game  has  a  lot 
to  do  with  it.

and  I  think  I'm  picking  things  up 
quickly.' 

'I  came  here  to  make  an 
impact  on  the  defensive  end,  block 
shots  and  get  rebounds.  I  know 
what  my  role  is  going  to  be  and 
that's  fine.  Coach  Kruger  can  see 
my  strengths.' 

Anthony  doesn't  need  the 
ball  to  be  effective,  which  will 
probably  cause  teams  to  sag  off 
him  defensively  and  try  to  double- 
team  someone  else.  If  they  do, 
Anthony's  medium  range  jump 
shot  or  jump  hook  could  be  costly. 

'I  can  score  if  I  have  to,' 
he  said.  'I'm  trying  to  be  more  fluid 
with  my  offence.  I  don't  want  to 
have  to  think  about  doing  things.  I 
want  it  to  come  naturally.' 

Anthony  had  some  offers 
to  remain  in  Canada  and  play 
college  basketball.  But  the  chance 
to  play  the  game  at  the  highest 
level — and  the  fact  Canadian 
colleges  don't  offer  basketball 
scholarships — convinced  him  to 
head  south. 

'The  teams  in  Canada  are 
solid,  but  it's  not  the  same  level  of 
basketball  as  here  in  the  states,'  he 
said.  'I  wanted  to  play  against  the 
best  competition.  That's  why  I 
came  here.' 

Still,  Anthony  said  he's 
looking  forward  to  returning  to  his 
country  and  seeing  Vancouver,  a 
part  of  Canada  he  has  yet  to  visit. 

'It's  not  home,  but  it  will 
be  fun,'  he  said.  'I've  been  looking 
forward  to  the  trip  since  I  found  out 
we  were  going.'

"To   THAT   Providence,    my 

sons,  I  hereby  command  you,  and  I 
counsel  you  by  way  of  caution  to 
forbear  from  crossing  the  moor  in 
those  dark  hours  when  the  powers 
of  evil  are  exalted."  The  Hound  of 
the  Baskervilles.  by  Sir  Arthur 
Conan  Doyle,  is  one  of  Sherlock 
Holmes'  most  famous,  dangerous, 
and  challenging  cases.  This 
fascinating  mystery  tests  Mr. 
Holmes'  deduction  powers  to  the 
limit.  The  premise  of  the  story  is, 
"who  killed  Sir  Charles,  how  and 
why?"  The  legend  of  the 
Baskervilles  begins  with  the  death 
of  Hugo  Baskerville,  an  older 
relative  of  Sir  Charles.  Dr.  James 
Mortimer,  the  friend  and  doctor  of 
Sir  Charles,  finally  decides  to 
approach  the  famous  Mr.  Sherlock 
Holmes  with  the  mysterious  case  of 
Sir  Charles'  death.  He  reads  out 
the  legend  from  the  year  1742,  an 
article  from  a  public  newspaper, 
and  tells  him  the  private  facts  as 
well.  The  legend  tells  the  story  of 
Sir  Hugo  Baskerville  who  was 
found  dead  with  a  huge  black  beast, 
exhaling  fire  from  its  mouth, 
tearing  his  body  apart.  Now,  we 
come  upon  the  case  of  the 
mysterious  death  of  Sir  Charles 
perhaps  related  to  this  huge 
hellhound. 

The  BBC  film  "The 
Hound  of  the  Baskervilles"  is 
closely  linked  to  the  novel  due  to 
several  observations  that  highlight 
the  accuracy  of  the  film.     If  you 


have  read  the  novel,  while  viewing 
the  film  you  will  quickly  be  able  to 
recognize  text  coming  directly  from 
the  book.  You  will  also  realize  that 
most  events  fi-om  the  book  are 
repeated  in  the  movie  such  as  the 
stolen  boots,  the  hound  chasing 
Selden  and  Sir  Heiuy,  the  relation 
between  Mr.  Stapleton  and  Mrs. 
Stapleton,  and  some  other  details  as 
well.  Most  facts  remain  accurate. 
An  example  of  this  is  the  fact  that 
the  same  person  in  the  film  owns 
the  hound  as  did  in  the  novel;  the 
criminal.

While  the  BBC  film 
carries  some  truth  in  recounting  the 
story  of  The  Hound  of  the 
Baskervilles.  there  are  also  some 
serious  discrepancies  between  the 
film  and  the  novel  by  Sir  Arthur 
Conan  Doyle.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  movie,  you  will  surely  notice 
that  there  is  a  very  different 
beginning  than  the  one  in  the  book. 


The  film  starts  with  a  court  case 
while  the  book  starts  with  the 
finding  of  Dr.  Mortimer's  stick. 
There  are  also  some  events  that  are 
added,  such  as  when  Mrs. 
Mortimer  conjures  up  the  spirits  of 
the  dead  Sir  Henry  and  Sir  Charles. 
Some  explanations  are  also  altered, 
such  as  when  Mr.  Barrymore 
explains  his  visits  to  the  window 
for  the  first  time.  The  movie's 
ending  too  is  changed  a  bit;  it  is 
made  more  violent. 

In  general,  the  movie  is 
interesting  and  suspenseful,  and  has 
amazing  costumes  and  props  that 
respect  the  time  period.  However, 
there  are  many  aspects  that 
differentiate  the  novel  ft'om  the 
film;  most  are  good  and  make  the 
film  more  exciting.  The  characters 
are  well  played.  Though  there  are 
many  excellent  features  to  this 
movie,  the  audience  may  find  the 
BBC  film  somewhat  confusing. 
One  event  quickly  leads  to  another 
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and  not  many  explanations  are 
given.  When  watching  this  film, 
make  sure  you  are  very  attentive 
and  follow  the  course  of  events.  In 
summary,  I  believe  this  movie  is 
worth  seeing  if  you  have  not  yet 
watched  another  production  of 
"The  Hound  of  the  Baskervilles". 
However,  there  are  many  different 
versions  of  this  film  that  you  could 
view  instead,  and  you  could  just  as 
well  read  the  intriguing  novel  itself 
If  you  do  end  up  watching  this 
movie  and  have  not  yet  read  the 
book,  see  if  you  can  beat  Sherlock 
Holmes  in  finding  the  culprit!
